Two  Sulphur  Orders. — The  Ministry  of 
Supply  has  issued  the  Control  of  Sulphur 
(No.  2)  Order,  1942,  which  came  into  force 
on  October  30,  increasing  maximum  prices 
of  sulphur  ground  from  crude  sulphur  by 
£1  per  ton.  The  Minister  of  Supply  has  also 
made  the  Control  of  Sulphur  (No.  3)  Order, 
1942,  which  came  into  force  on  November 
6,  prohibiting  the  use  of  sulphur  or  any 
material  containing  sulphur  in  any  of  the 
processes  in  the  wool  textile  industry  or  the 
wool  hosiery  industry  known  as  "stoving," 
except  under  licence.

Bath  Pharmacists  to  Operate  Drinking 
Water  Scheme'. — A  scheme  put  forward  in 
Bath  for  the  emergency  sterilisation  of 
water  for  drinking  purposes  is  to  be  operated 
by  Bath  chemists,  assisted  by  a  few  outside 
persons  with  some  scientific  training.  In 
the  event  of  damage  to  water  mains  by 
enemy  action  or  otherwise,  participants 
in  the  scheme  will  assemble  at  an  agreed 
spot  to  be  sent  to  chlorinate  water  in 
stationary  tanks  or  emergency  wells.  The 
water  will  first  be  tested  for  residual 
chlorine  by  means  of  a  Lovibond  Com- 
parator, and  chloride  of  lime  or  sodium 
hypochlorite  added  to  bring  the  residual 
chlorine  content  of  the  water  to  the  standard 
or  agreed  emergency  level,  afterwards 
treating  with  sodium  thiosulphate  if  neces- 
sary. Mr.  A.  H.  Rutt,  M.P.S.,  is  acting  as 
leader  of  the  sterilisation  teams.

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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Approved  Names 

The  announcement  that  the  Pharmaco- 
poeia Commission  has  formed  a  committee 
to  assist  in  the  selection  of  approved  names 
for  medicinal  substances  (p.  455)  is  welcome. 
Pharmacists,  wholesalers  and  manufac- 
turers are  as  fully  concerned  as  the  medical 
profession  in  the  results  of  this  selection. 
If  our  choice  lies  between  a  short  brand 
name  and  a  chemical  designation  extending, 
as  on  p.  24  of  the  Fourth  Addendum  to  the 
British  Pharmocopoeia,  to  nearly  three  lines 
of  print,  the  short  brand  name  is  an  easy 
winner.  The  case  for  the  use  of  one  general 
word  for  a  chemical  substance,  whatever  its 
source  may  be,  is  clear.  Not  many  years 
ago  a  member  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  refrained  from  putting  a  relevant 
question,  during  a  discussion,  for  no  other 
reason  than  that  in  putting  it  he  would 
have  given  a  proprietary  article  a  free  adver- 
tisement. Utilitarian  as  our  age  may  be, 
there  is  sufficient  of  the  requisite  talent  in 
the  medical  profession  to  enable  a  committee 
of  the  type  indicated  to  steer'  clear  of  the 
pitfalls  that  beset  the  unwary  in  such  an 
enterprise.  The  claims  of  Greek  and  Latin 
bases,  sometimes  competitive  with  each 
other,  need  to  be  borne  in  mind  if  a  satis- 
factory outcome  is  to  be  attained.  Many  of 
us  have  heard  scientific  papers  presented 
with  an  unfortunate  discrepancy  between 
the  excellence  of  the  matter  and  the 
uncouthness  of  the  phrasing.  The  nine 
principles  adopted  by  the  Commission  are 
unexceptionable.  Some  will  undoubtedly 
be  difficult  to  apply  in  particular  cases ;  the 
fact,  however,  should  add  interest  to  the 
work.  As  an  illustration  of  this  difficulty, 
it  may  be  pointed  out  that  the  principle 
limiting  names  "in  general"  to  four  sylla- 
bles "at  most"  is  already  traversed  by  the 
heading  "Mepacrine  Methanesulphonate " 
in  the  Third  Addendum  to  the  B.P. 

Greater  Unification 

One  of  the  most  useful  of  the  principles 
referred  to  is  the  seventh,  proposing  the 
adoption  of  U.S. P.  names  as  either  principal 
titles  or  synonyms  in  official  British  nomen- 
clature. When  we  remember  the  trouble 
that  arose  in  1936  over  the  synonyms  for 
ergometrine  (I  do  not  know  what  has  hap- 
pened to  them  of  late),  we  realise  that  the 
medical  and  pharmaceutical  authorities  in 
the  English-speaking  world  can,  if  they 
will,  take  steps  to  avoid  a  similar  waste  of 
time  in  future.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
new  committee  will  extend  its  scope  so  as 


to  undertake  a  general  oversight  of 
English  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia, 
a  view  to  levelling  rough  places  and  unif 
needless  variations.     When  the  comp 
of  the  1898  Pharmacopoeia  threw  out 
curie  sulphate,  they  threw  out  with  it 
I  believe  to  have  been  the  last  tract 
literary  elegance  in  its  predecessor  of 
the  statement  that  the  salt  is  "rend 
yellow  by  affusion  of  water."

The  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had  considered 
the  book  to  be  a  serious  infringement  and 
had  applied  to  the  Attorney-General  for 
consent  to  prosecute.  After  a  statement  on 
behalf  of  defendant,  who  pleaded  guilty,  the 
chairman  of  the  magistrates  said  a  fine  of 
/i  would  be  imposed  on  each  summons. 

Trading  With  the  Enemy  Act. — At  the 

Mansion  House,  London,  E.C.,  on  Novem- 
ber 2,  Astrin  Brothers,  Ltd.,  Stafford  House, 
King  William  Street,  were  fined  £2 50  for  an 
offence  under  the  Trading  with  the  Enemy 
Act  and  the  Defence  Regulations.  For  the 
Director  of  Public  Prosecutions  it  was 
stated  that  in  May  1942  the  defendants, 
who  were  importers  and  exporters,  tried  to 
establish  commercial  intercourse  with  the 
Banque  de  I'lndochine  of  Djibouti,  French 
Somaliland,  which  had  been  declared  enemy 
territory.  The  letter,  which  was  in  the  na- 
ture of  a  circular,  asked  for  information 
regarding  exportations  of  waxes.  It  was 
stopped  by  the  censorship  authorities,  and 
when  the  company  was  communicated  with 
they  replied  immediately  that  the  letter 
was  sent  in  error,  and  that  the  company 
would  not  offend  again.  The  reason  why,  in 
these  circumstances,  criminal  proceedings 
were  taken,  was  that  the  defendants  had 
received  several  cautions  from  'the  Trading 
with  the  Enemy  Department  in  regard  to 
sending  business  communications  to  com- 
panies and  firms  who  were  scheduled  as 
appertaining  to  the  enemy. 

On  behalf  of  the  defendants,  who  pleaded 
"Guilty,"  Mr.  Victor  Durrant  said  that  the 
real  complaint  in  this  case  was  that  the 
defendants  had  run  foul  of  the  department 
before.  But  in  spite  of  the  great  number  of 
circulars  the  company  had  sent  out,  no  busi- 
ness had  resulted,  and  in  the  end  no  harm 
had  been  done. 

The  Lord  Mayor  said  there  was  every 
facility  for  business  men  to  obtain  from  the 
departments  concerned  full  information  how 
their  operations  were  affected  by  emergency 
legislatiorf.  This  case  revealed  how  neces- 
sary it  was  for  firms  who  broadcast  their 
business  inquiries  so  widely  as  did  the  de- 
fendants to  exercise  the  greatest  care.  This 
the  defendants  had  not  done. 
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SERVICE  TENANCY  AND  POSSESSIO^ 


At  Minehead  County  Court  on  October  20, 
Mr.  W.  Deacon,  M.P.S.,  Bridgwater,  claimed 
possession  of  a  flat  in  the  occupation  of  a 
former  manager  of  his  chemist's  business 
there,  Edward  Michael  Valentine  Kennedy, 
now  stated  to  be  working  in  Liverpool, 
together  with  mesne  profits  amounting  to 
;^i8  6s. 

In  1937  defendant  was  appointed  man- 
ager of  the  Alcombe  shop,  which  then 
occupied  a  lower  position  along  the  Alcombe 
Road,  and  to  which  there  was  a  flat  attached. 
The  question  was  raised  whether  this  con- 
stituted a  separate  letting  or  whether  the 
flat  was  taken  by. Kennedy  as  part  of  his 
service  arrangement.  In  1940  Mr.  Deacon 
acquired  the  premises  higher  up  the  road 
known  as  Ann's  Pantry,  as  a  result  of  which 
defendant  entered  into  occupation  of  the 
living  accommodation  there  at  a  rental  of 
a  guinea  a  week.  Later  the  plaintiff  decided 
to  try  to  sell  the  business,  and  Kennedy 
accordingly  received  notice  to  terminate 
his  employment  there  and  also  his  tenancy 
of  the  fiat.  Arrangements  were  made 
by  which  Mr.  Deacon  offered  defendant 
a  sum  of  ^25,  later  increased  to  £40,  to 
cover  the  cost  of  removal  of  his  furniture, 
and  he  also  assisted  him  to  get  another 
post.  This  arrangement,  however,  fell 
through,  because  the  living  accommodation 
offered  was  not  suitable  to  the  defendant, 
who  later  secured  a  post  at  Liverpool.  His 
wife  and  family  had  since  remained  in 
possession  of  the  flat. 

Sale  Completion  Postponed 

In  the  meantime,  however,  Mr.  Deacon 
had  engaged  another  manager,  a  Mr.  S.  B. 
Moss,  who,  like  the  plaintiff,  in  view  of  the 
arrangements  made,  had  anticipated  taking 
over  the  accommodation  at  Ann's  Pantry. 
The  plaintiff  in  the  main  relied  upon  the  flat 
coming  within  the  Rent  Restriction  Act, 
1933,  as  being  a  dwelling-house,  reasonably 
required  by  the  landlord  for  the  occupation 
as  a  residence  of  a  person  in  his  whole-time 
employment. 

Evidence  given  by  Mr.  Deacon,  following 
reference  to  voluminous  correspondence 
between  the  parties,  disclosed  that  Moss 
had  contracted  to  buy  the  business  upon 
possession  of  the  living  accommodation 
being  given  by  the  middle  of  the  year.  In 
view  of  the  difficulties  that  had  arisen  the 
date  of  completion  of  sale,  on  this  under- 
standing, had  been  postponed  to  Decem- 
ber I. 


During  cross-examination,  Mr.  Dea 
agreed  that  he  went  ahead  with  the  arrai 
ment  with  Moss  in  spite  of  Mrs.  Kenn 
having  stated  that  they  were  not  going 
of  the  flat,  because  he  did  not  accept  what 
said.  His  Honour  thereupon  commer 
that  Mr.  Deacon  appeared  to  have  done 
level  best  to  help  Kennedy. 

Judgment  for  Defendant 

In  giving  his  decision.  Judge  Weth 
said  his  sympathies  were  all  with  the  h 
lord,  but,  while  he  did  not  think  the  I 
Restriction  Acts  ever  intended  that  ten 
should  be  in  the  position  of  being  able  i 
as  much  mischief  as  Mr.  Kennedy  was 
doubtedly  doing  in  this  case,  where 
sympathies  were  had  nothing  to  do  ^ 
the  matter.  He  had  come  to  the  conclu 
that  the  flat  was  let  to  defendant  in  co 
quence  of  his  employment  as  manage 
the  shop.  "  Can  I  say  here  that  the  dwell 
house  is  reasonably  required  for  some  pe 
in   the   whole-time   employment  of. 
Deacon  ?    For  the  time  being  Moss  is 
doubtedly  working  under  a  contract  of 
vice  with  Deacon,  but  it  is  a  purely  tempo 
arrangement  forced  upon  the  parties  bed 
Deacon  cannot  complete  his  contract 
Moss  because  Kennedy  won't  give  up  po; 
sion.  Unl-ess  he  does  so  by  December 
contract  has  to  be  cancelled.

Kennedy  goes  out,  the  purchase  wil 
completed  and  the  place  will  be  occu 
by  Moss,   not  as  Deacon's  servant 
as  the  new  owner  of  the  business.

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PHARMACEUTICAL  CORPS  LAUNCHED 


The  inaugural  meeting  of  a  Pharmaceutical 
Corps  (see  C.  6-  D.,  October  3,  p.  358)  was 
held  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London, 
on  October  29;  lecture  hall  was  filled  to 
capacity.  The  chairman  (Mr.  L.  Hayward, 
chairman  of  the  North  London  Branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  claimed  that 
the  project  had  received  cordial  support 
from  members  throughout  the  country,  and 
the  attendance  there  showed  that  there 
was  a  real  need  for  the  co-ordinated  contri- 
bution pharmacists  might  make  towards 
the  war  effort.  He  introduced  Mr.  J. 
Ross-Mansell,  who  had  been  largely  respon- 
sible for  the  creation  of  the  Corps,  and  who 
submitted  to  the  audience  details  of  the 
proposed  organisation. 

Objects 

Mr.  Ross-Mansell  said  that  in  order  that 
pharmacists  might  be  fully  trained  and 
properly  organised  in  various  services, 
some  members  of  the  North  London  Branch 
had  made  themselves  responsible  for  the 
creation  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Corps. 
These  members  desired  to  see  detachments 
of  the  Corps  formed  throughout  the  country, 
and  expressed  the  hope  that  branch  secre- 
taries of  the  Society  would  co-operate  to 
this  end.  These  detachments,  while  con- 
taining pharmacists  who  were  not  members 
of  first-aid  organisations,  would  include 
also  pharmacists  who  were  members  of 
Civil  Defence  organisations,  of  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society,  and  of  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade.  The  Corps  desired  to 
place  its  services  at  the  disposal  of  the  Civil 
Defence  organisations,  to  offer  its  trained 
personnel  as  instructors,  and,  in  the  event 
of  a  national  emergency,  to  place  at  the 
disposal  of  the  authorities  such  first-aid  and 
other  stations  (such  as  mobile  dispensaries) 
as  it  would  have  created.  The  detachments 
would  therefore  exist  in  order  (a)  to  provide 
training  in  first  aid,  nursing,  hygiene  and 
sanitation,  gas-detection  and  anti-gas  meas- 
ures, and  other  civil  defence  duties ;  (6)  to 
co-operate  in  schemes  drawn  up  by  local 
and  central  authorities  for  safeguarding  the 
civilian  population  against  invasion  or  air 
attack;  (c)  to  supply  highly-trained  per- 
sonnel, if  required,  in  times  of  emergency ; 
{d)  to  supply  instructors  to  Civil  Defence 
organisations,  as  well  as  to  the  Home 
G  ard  ;  [e)  to  afford  members  opportunities 
of  meeting  together  for  lectures  and  prac- 
tices, with  the  object  of  combining  indivi- 
dual  efforts   for   the   public   advantage ; 


(/)  to  assure  that  all  training  would  be  of  a 
standard  commensurate  with  the  status  of 
professional  workers,  to  examine  in  these 
subjects,  and  to  issue  certificates.  All 
members  were  to  be  registered  chemists 
and  druggists,  and  all  should  sign  a  form 
of  enrolment;  women  pharmacists  would 
be  eligible. 

Training 

The  basic  training  would  be  in  first  aid 
and  nursing,  including  courses  bf  eight 
lectures  on  elementary  anatomy  and  physio- 
logy ;  ten  lectures  on  first  aid,  with  ten 
two-hourly  practices  in  bandaging  (tri- 
angular, roller,  plaster  of  Paris) ;  application 
of  splints ;  administration  of  drugs  by 
subcutaneous  and  intramuscular  injection  ; 
inhalation  therapy ;  various  methods  of 
transport ;  twelve  lectures  and  twelve 
two-hourly  practices  in  nursing,  to  include 
bed-making,  general  and  special ;  sterilisa- 
tion ;  temperature,  respiration,  pulse, 
blood-pressure,  and  charting;  observation 
of  vomit,  sputum,  urine,  and  stools ;  urine 
testing;  ward  dressings,  preparation  for 
operation  ;  methods  of  treatment ;  prepara- 
tion of  apparatus  and  patient  for  special 
procedures.  Members  could,  if  they  ^  so 
desired,  proceed  to  take  courses  in  hygiene 
and  sanitation,  gas  detection,  and  air-raid 
precautions.  Corp  members,  having  passed 
the  basic  training,  would  be  entitled  to 
wear  a  suitably  designed  badge.  Arrange- 
ments were  also  to  be  made  that  members 
desirous  of  joining  any  of  the  Civil  Defence 
organisations  shall  be  attached  as  Phar- 
maceutical Corps  personnel,  retaining  their 
status  within  the  Corps.  Members  already 
in  the  Civil  Defence  organisations  could 
request  a  transfer  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Corps  and  resume  their  duties  as  members 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Corps. 

Resolution  to  Form  Corps 

About  twenty-six  members  entered  into 
the  discussion  which  followed  and  a  proposal 
that  the  Corps  should  be  formed  was  moved 
by  Mr.  Sanderson,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Banks.  It  was  carried  unanimously,  with 
acclamation.  Mr.  Gordon  Dilley  then 
moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  chairman 
and  Mr.  Ross-Mansell.  Any  pharmacists 
who  were  unable  to  attend  and  wish  to  join 
are  asked  to  write  for  an  enrolment  form 
(in  stamped  addressed  envelope)  to  Mr.

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REGISTRAR  REVIEWS  PHARMACY 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Bradford  Branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  recently,  Mr. 
J.  W.  Kitching  in  the  chair,  Mr.  H.  N. 
Linstead,  M.P.  (registrar,  Pharmaceutical 
Society),  spoke  on  topical  pharmaceutical 
problems.  Explaining  that  he  had  ho 
further  governrriental  ambitions,'  Mr.  Lin- 
stead said  his  interests  were  to  link  together 
more  effectively  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  Government  departments,  while' serving 
the  country  and  his  constituents.  He 
commended  the  Branch  for  its  progressive 
ideas  on  united  pharmacy,  and  urged  that 
the,  necessary  pioneer  work  .  should  be 
started. 

The  Small  Man 

,  .  Turning  to  the  rqain  topic  of  his  address, 
Mr.  Linstead  said  the  structure  of  industry 
was  on  lines  of  vertical  development,  retail, 
wholesale  and  manufacturing  becoming 
one  closed  group  within  the  limits  of  large 
concerns.  This  development,  together  with 
diminishing  supplies  and  war  conditions, 
was  exerting  a  marked  "push  out"  of 
independent  traders,  and  the  small  man  in 
business  was  also  being  elbowed  from  the 
main  places  of  business  into  "round-the- 
coAier"  premises.  The  position  was  some- 
what disguised  in  pharmacy  and  in  food 
distribution,  because  foods  and  drugs  were 
specially  available  to  such  businesses ;  but 
nevertheless  the  tendency  was  there. 
The  Retail  Trade  Committee's  recommend- 
ations were  to  enable  the  trader  to  save 
capital ;  to  maintain  the  ability  to  re-open 
in  post-war  days ;  and  to  meet  present 
contractual  liabilities. 

National  Service 

The  position  of  pharmacists  and  assistants 
relative  to  military  service  was  beginning 
to  become  clearer,  despite  a  welter  of  forms. 
It  was  good  that  pharmacy  should  be 
regarded,  with  medicine  and  dentistry,  as 
capable  of  controlling  its  own  organisation 
relative  to  man-power.  The  position 
of  male  pharmacists  in  general  was  that 
those  under  twenty-five  would  have  little 
opportunity  of  being  retained  much 
longer.  The  over-thirties,  he  suggested, 
would,  unless  the  niilitary  position  deter- 
iorated seriously,  *  be  granted  a  further 
term  of  deferment.  Pharmaceutical  stu- 
dents were  still  reserved  until  qualification. 
The  position  of  the  Ph.C.  student  was  such 
that  the  Chemist  and  Druggist  Qualifying 
examination  had  to  be  by-passed-  o'therwise 


the  student  would  be  unable  to  continue 
the  second-year  studies.  With  women 
students  the  position  was  that  they  could 
take  the  C.  and  D.  examination  and  continue 
to  take  the  Ph.C.  without  interruption.' 
Women  pharmacists  and  dispensers  were 
"frozen"  in  pharmacy.  Theoretically  they 
could  be  sent  into  the  Services,  but  it  was 
unlikely  that  any  movement  in  that  direc- 
tion would  be  made.  Recent  discussion 
with  the  Ministry  of  Labour  had  resulted 
in  a  €©0131611  to  take  a  census  of  pharma- 
ceutiekl  staffs. 

Post-war  Conditions 

It  was  reasonable  to  anticipate  a  carry- 
over of  war  conditions  in  order  to  "  cushion" 
the  post-war  difficulties,  and  it  was  neces- 
sary to  envisage  rationing,  limitation  of 
supplies,  no  new  businesses,  and  continued 
price-control  for  some  time  to  come.  In 
pharmacy  it  was  necessary  to  have  internal 
collaboration.  A  great  deal  more  might 
be  done  in  this  way  than  by  attempting 
any  programme  of  monopolistic  legislation. 
The  Chemists'  Friends  scheme.  Drug 
Trade  Council,  and  a  united  pharmacy 
would  have  a  powerful  effect  in  securing 
"Pharmacy  for  the  Pharmacist."  The 
recent  operations  of  the  Statutory  Com- 
mittee were  indicative  of  the  opportunities 
of  this  body  to  elevate  the  ethical  and 
professional  tone  of  pharmacy.  The  organ- 
isation of  pharmaceutical  employees  was  a 
real  necessity. 

Comments  and  Questions 

Mr.  Geldard  opened  up  a  barrage  of 
comments  and  questions  by  asking  the 
secretary  whether  he  thought  it  best  that 
a  pharmacist  who  was  called  up  and  unable 
to  obtain  a  manager  should  close  down  or 
should  convert  to  a  drug  store. — Mr.  Lin- 
stead in  reply  said  he  had  no  hesitation  in 
recommending  that  the  pharmacy  be  con- 
verted to  a  drug  store. 

Mr.  Whittaker  asked  why  not  prevent 
"junk"  reaching  the  public,  to  which 
Mr.  Linstead  replied  he  hoped  iuture  ■ 
legislation  would  deal  with  this  position. 

Mr.  W^ilkinSon  wondered  to  what  extent 
businesses  would  have  to  be  reduced  in 
number. — Mr.  Linstead  said  that  a 
further  third  of  the  retail  businesses  would 
have  to  be  closed  down. 

A .  vote  of  thanks  was  proposed  by  Mr. 
Wilkinson,  seconded  by  Mr.  Kirby,  and 
supported  byMR.-W.-  Sutcliffe.-

Planning  for  Health 

iiONG  the  many  plans  which  are  being 
plved  for  the  betterment  of  the  com- 
jinity  when  the  war  is  over  not  the  least 
portant  is  that  relating  to  the  health 
[•vices.  In  fact,  so  far  as  pharmacy  is 
ticerned  the  developments  are  likely  to 
kre  a  far-reaching  and  possibly  revolu- 
nary  effect.  It  behoves  pharmacists, 
prefore,  to  be  fully  acquainted  with  the 
pposals  being  put  forward  by  the  various 
lerested  bodies.  We  dealt  with  the  main 
ants  of  a  memorandum  submitted  to  the 
pnmittee  on  Social  and  Allied  Services 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
ttain  and  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
lion  in  the  C.  &  D.,  June  27,  p.  696,  and 
the  same  issue  we  gave  abstracts  from 
p  draft  interim  report  of  the  Medical 
anning  Commission.  Since  then  a  report 
B  been  issued  by  the  Liberal  Party  sub- 
pmittee  on  health  services.  This  com- 
Ittee  rejects  the  idea  of  a  State  medical 
Ivice  in  which  all  voluntary  hospitals 
luld  be  nationalised  and  all  the  doctors 
luld  become  civil  servants,  and  suggests 
|i  immediate  adoption  of  a  positive  health 
licy  which  will  co-ordinate  all  present 
[vices  and  facilities  and  put  them  at  the 
Iposal  of  all  citizens  free  of  charge.  It 


advocates  the  appointment  of  statutory 
advisory  committees,  composed  of  doctors 
and  representatives  of  public  authorities, 
to  advise  local  councils  on  health  matters. 

A  Socialist  Plan 

Another  plan  put  forward  is  contained 
in  a  memorandum  by  the  Socialist  Medical 
Association,  prepared  for  presentation  to 
the  Medical  Planning  Commission.  Entitled 
"The  Socialist  Programme  for  Health,"  the 
proposals  deal  with  unification  of  the  health 
services  of  the  country,  regionalisation, 
co-ordination  and  health  centres.  In  each 
Health  Unit,  health  centres  would  be 
provided,  and  would  become  the  pivot  of 
the  personal  health  services.  The  function 
of  the  health  centres  would  be  threefold  : 
maintenance  of  health,  prevention  of  di- 
sease, and  diagnosis,  treatment  and  cure 
of  disorders.  In  each  unit  one  health  centre 
would  usually  be  connected  with  a  general 
hospital,  but  subsidiary  health  centres 
would  be  placed  where  the  distribution  of 
population,  transport  facilities,  etc.,  made 
them  most  easily  available  to  patients.  In 
general,  these  should  aim  at  serving  a 
population  of  about  100,000.  Whether  work- 
ing at  a  Division  Health  Centre  or  a  Local 
Health  Centre,  a  general  practitioner  would 
be  responsible  for  the  health  of  about  2,500 
or  3,000  persons.  In  practical  terms,  the 
work  of  a  Division  Health  Centre  would  be  : 

1.  Periodic  examination  for  the  main- 
tenance of  health  and  the  early  detection 
of  disease ; 

2.  A  general  practitioner  service,  both 
domiciliary  and  out-patient,  including 
minor  surgery ; 

3.  A  consultant  service  at  the  centre 
and  in  the  patients'  homes,  run  by  spe- 
cialists from  the  Unit  hospital ; 

4.  The  work  done  at  present-day 
health  centres — ante-natal  and  psst- 
natal  care,  infant  welfare,  child  guidance, 
immunisation,  etc. ; 

5.  A  dental  service  in  which  much 
attention  would  be  paid  to  orthodontics ; 

6.  Special  departments — e.g.  venereal 
disease  departments — and  clinics,  such  as 
cancer  clinics,  etc.,  found  necessary; 

7.  Pharmacy  for  those  attending  the 
centre  or  served  by  it ; 
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8.  Ambulance,  accident  and  factory 
service ;  examination  and  treatment  of 
cases  specially  referred  by  the  Industrial 
Medical  Service ; 

9.  Rehabilitation  and  occupational 
therapy;  and 

10.  Health  education,  demonstration, 
and  propaganda. 

Local  Health  Centres  would  have  the 
same  functions  as  the  Division  Health 
Centre,  except  that  as  a  rule  the  last  three 
items  in  the  list  given  above  would  be 
concentrated  at  a  larger  centre. 

Under  the  heading  "Personnel"  the 
report  states  :  "This  term  must  be  taken  as 
covering  all  grades  of  workers  in  the  health 
service.  There  are  some  500,000  persons 
employed  in  various  health  agencies, 
400,000  in  institutions.  These  may  be  sub- 
divided into  professional  groups,  of  whom 
there  are  164,500,  and  non-professional,  the 
remaining  235,000.  Of  the  institutional 
personnel  there  are  150,000  nurses  (apart 
from  war-time  extras)  and  5,000  full-time 
doctors ;  of  the  non-institutional  workers, 
34,000  are  doctors,  14,000  dentists,  11,000 
nurses  and  18,006  pharmacists." 

While  it  is  obvious  that  in  the  planning 
of  such  a  scheme  sectional  or  personal 
interest  cannot  be  allowed  to  preponderate, 
yet  so  brief  a  reference  to  pharmacists  and 
the  services  they  can  offer  leaves  a  feeling  of 
disquiet.  It  is  not  surprising  that  a  sectional 
interest  should  leave  others  to  fend  .for 
themselves,  but  an  independent  organisation 
which  has  responsibilities  to  the  State  as  a 
whole  should  adopt  a  wider  and  more 
detailed  vision  to  crystallise  opinion. 

A  New  Advance  in 
Chemotherapy 

Although  good  results  have  in  many 
instances  followed  the  intravenous  admini- 
stration of  such  chemical  substances  as 
tryparsamide  in  the  treatment  of  trypano- 
somiasis (usually  known,  in  its  chronic  and 
fatal  form,  as  sleeping  sickness),  their  use 
has  been  attended  by  grave  risk  of  blindness 
in  the  patient.  A  new  treatment  tried  in  a 
series  of  cases  in  Uganda  by  Lawson  (see 
"Lancet,"  October  24,  p.  480)  promises  to 
open  a  new  chapter  in  the  treatment  of  this 
dread  disease.  Toxicity  was  low,  especially 


when  compared  with  that  of  tryparsamid 
and  the  beneficial  effects  were  rapidly  see 
The  series  consisted  of  fifty-three  cas 
of  Gambian  trypanosomiasis  and  the  trea 
ment  was  with   4 :  4  diaminodiphenox 
pentone  (Pentamidine  or.

Toxic  effects  were  discernible  in  67*9  I  t 
cent,  of  cases.  In  order  of  frequency  thi  lu 
were  :  Increased  pulse-rate  ;  feeling  of  hm 
all  over  the  body,  preceded  by  a  feelH  at 
of  the  drug  passing  all  over  the  hom  ha 
itching  followed  by  an  almost  uncontroUsH  fa 
scratching,  especially  of  the  genitaH  aii 
nausea  and  vomiting ;  giddiness  ;  shiveriH  st; 
The  tendency  to  nausea  and  vomiting  % 
reduced  by  making  the  patients  tl  ers 
copious  draughts  of  cold  water  while  H  res 
drug  was  being  given.    All  the  sympt(H  toi 
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lasted  a  few  minutes  only,  and  were  less 
severe  after  successive  injections. 

Summing  up,  the  author  suggests  that  the 
drug  produces  a  rapid  peripheral  sterilisation 
of  the  blood  and  gland  juice;  is  effective 
within  ten  days  instead  of  in  as  many  weeks 
with  other  chemical  agents ;  and  has  a 
low  toxicity.  Another  advantage  is  that  the 
effective  therapeutic  dose  is  less  than  half 
the  toxic  and  as  little  as  one-fifth  the  lethal 
doses.  It  is  admitted  that  the  number  of 
cases  treated  is  insufficient  for  any  concrete 
and  general  conclusions  to  be  drawn. 
Already  certain  types  of  case  have  been 
found  (as  when  the  trypanosomes  are  found 
seriously  to  have  invaded  the  central  ner- 
vous system)  in  which  there  was  no  success. 
Moreover,  much  work  remains  to  be  done 
in  order  to  draw  up  a  practical  scale  of  doses. 

Nevertheless  it  is  probably  legitimate 
comment  that  the  drug  has  proved  itself 
the  most  promising  so  far  introduced  into 
the  treatment  of  early  cases  of  trypano- 
somiasis, and  it  may  be  anticipated  that 
rapid  progress  will  be  made  in  systematising 
its  use  and  deriving  the  maximum  benefit 
from  its  administration. 

Limitation  of  Supplies — Revised 
Registers  Delayed 

Owing  to  printing  difficulties  the  publica- 
tion of  the  revised  Toilet  Preparations 
Register  relating  to  the  Limitation  of  Sup- 
plies (Toilet  Preparations)  (No.  4)  Order, 
1942,  and  the  revised  Home  Trade  Register 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Limitation  of  Sup- 
plies (Miscellaneous)  (No.  16)  Order,  has  been 
'unavoidably  delayed,  and  it  has  conse- 
quently not  yet  been  possible  to  issue  the 
form  of  return  of  standard  period  supplies 
which  registered  persons  are  required  to 
furnish  to  the  Board. 

Having  regard  to  the  fact  that  consider- 
able parts'  of  the  current  restriction  periods 
have  now  expired,  the  Board  has  decided, 
for  the  convenience  of  traders  and  their 
auditors,  to  accept  a  combined  return  of 
standard  and  restriction  period  supplies : 
the  forms  of  return  will  be  sent  out  to  trad- 
ers as  soon  as  possible  after  the  close  of  the 
restriction  period:  December  31,  1942,  for 
toilet  preparations,  and  January  31,  1943, 
for  miscellaneous  goods.   In  the  meantime. 


registered  persons  are  reminded  that  they 
are  required  to  restrict  their  supplies  of 
controlled  goods  (in  the  manufacture  of 
which  they  carry  out  a  process)  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Article  2  of  the 
Order  (S.  R.  &  O.,  1942,  No.  1512)  in  respect 
of  toilet  preparations  and  Article  3  of  the 
Order  (S.  R.  &  O.,  1942,  No.  1510),  as  amend- 
ed by  No.  17  Order  (S.  R.  &  O.,  1942,  No. 
1842),  relating  to  miscellaneous  goods. 

Registered  persons  should,  of  course,  have 
considered  early  in  the  restriction  period 
which  of  their  customers'  names  were  likely 
to  be  registered  for  the  purposes  of  the  Orders 
and  should  have  made  a  provisional  compu- 
tation of  their  standard  period  supplies  and 
quotas.  As  soon  as  the  revised  Toilet  Prep- 
arations Register  and  the  revised  Home 
Trade  Register  have  been  published  by  H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  traders  should  refer  to 
them  to  make  sure  that  they  have  correctly 
treated  their  customers  as  registered  or 
otherwise,  and  should  verify  the  accuracy 
of  their  quota  computations. 

Hot-water  Bottles 

There  appears  to  be  considerable  misunder- 
standing among  chemists  regarding  supplies 
of  rubber  hot-water  bottles.  It  is  errone- 
ously thought  that  a  wholesale  house  is  able 
to  supply  such  a  bottle  if  the  purchaser 
submits  a  doctor's  prescription.  This  is  not 
the  case.  There  is  no  restriction  on  the 
purchase  of  the  bottles  by  the  public  or  the 
retailer,  provided  stocks  are  available.  But 
in  essence  the  situation  is  that  the  Ministry 
of  Supply  refuses  supplies  to  private  users 
upon  any  conditions,  and  refers  cases  of 
hardship  to  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Some 
chemists  have  acted  on  this  advice,  only 
to  receive  a  stereotyped  reply  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health  to  the  effect  that  there 
is  no  restriction  on  retail  sale.  It  is,  there- 
fore, of  no  avail  to  send  a  medical  certificate 
to  the  wholesaler,  who  would  be  only  too 
pleased  to  fill  the  order  were  he  able  to 
obtain  the  bottles  from  the  manufacturer. 
The  latter  is  also  in  a  difficult  position, 
since,  even  if  he  has  the  bottles  in  stock,  he 
is  unable  to  release  them  to  the  wholesaler 
without  the  sanction  of  the  Ministry  of 
Supply,  yet  the  supplier  is  sometimes 
unable  to  convince  his  retailer  customers 
that  this  is  the  true  position.

THE  LESS-FAMILIAR  VITAMINS 


The  National  Association  of  Women 
Pharmacists  was  addressed  in  London  on 
October  21  by  Dr.  W.  P.  Kennedy  (formerly 
Professor  of  Physiology,  Baghdad),  who 
gave  "Notes  on  Some  of  the  Less-familiar 
Vitamins."  The  address  is  outlined  below  : — 
The  latest  list  of  vitamins  I  have  been 
able  to  compile  falls  into  two  parts :  Sub- 
stances identified  as  definite  chemical 
compounds,  and  substances  recognised  as 
having  vitamin  activity  but  whose  chemical 
composition  is  not  yet  determined.  There 
are  no  less  than  twenty-four  in  the  first 
and  seventeen  in  the  second  groups. 

The  B  Complex 

Nicotinic  acid,  chemically,  is  pyridine- 
j5-carboxylic  acid,  and  is  prepared  by. 
oxidising  nicotine  with  nitric  acid  or  potas- 
sium permanganate,  or  by  the  oxidation 
of  quinoline.  It  promised  to  be  an  antidote 
to  pellagra-producing  diet,  but  it  was  found 
that  thiamin  or  vitamin  was  also 
needed  to  cure  some  of  the  symptoms, 
and  in  short  the  best  treatment  was  shown 
to  be  nicotinic  acid  plus  supplements  of 
the  entire  B  complex.  In  1934  it  was  found 
that  rat  acrodynia  could  be  prevented  by 
a  yeast  fraction  which  was  then  called 
vitamin  Bg.  Four  years  later  the  substance 
was  isolated  and  shown  to  be  a  pyridine 
compound,  to  which  the  name  pyridoxine 
was  given.  In  addition  to  preventing  rat 
acrodynia,  pyridoxine  has  a  growth- 
stimulating  effect,  and  its  absence  causes 
peculiar  fits  in  pigs  and  rats ;  anaemia  in 
dogs  also  appears  to  follow  its  absence.  Too 
little  time  has  elapsed  for  its  adequate  trial 
in  human  disease,  but  it  is  clear  that  it  is 
of  importance  in  certain  pellagra  cases 
that  do  not  completely  respond  to  nicotinic 
acid.  In  1930  a  specific  dermatosis  of 
chicks  was  described,  and  the  factor  which 
prevented  its  occurrence  was  identified  in 
1939  as  pantothenic  acid,  a  substance 
apparently  universally  present  in  pro- 
toplasm. It  is  probably  also  identical  with 
vitamin  B3.  Calcium  panthonate  has 
already  been  included  in  some  polyvitamin 
mixtures.  Another  commonly  occurring 
member  of  the  B  complex  is  ^-amino- 
benzoic  acid,  a  substance  which  was  long 
known  in  organic  chemistry.  So  far  the 
clinical  importance  of  this  substance  has 
not  been  determined. 

The  Coagulation  Vitamin 

Vitamin  K  was  named  after  the  Scandi- 
navian  and    German   term  Koagulation, 


and  was  discovered  when  it  was  found  that 
chicks  reared  on  a  purified  diet  developed 
subcutaneous  haemorrhages.  Later  work 
showed  there  were  at  least  two  and  pro- 
bably more  substances  with  K  activity 
naturally  occurring  in  plants  and  bacteria. 

Vitamin  P 

Tests  indicated  that  citrus  fruit  juices 
were  more  effective  than  pure  ascorbic  acid 
in  restoring  capillary  _  permeability  to 
normal  in  cases  in  which  C  avitaminosis 
had  resulted  in  haemorrhages.  In  1936  a 
group  of  workers  identified  the  active 
material  as  a  flavanone,  and  it  was  called 
vitamin  P  or  citrin. 

Unidentified  Vitamins 

Reference  is  now  made  to  one  or  two  of 
the  unidentified  vitamins  which  have  so 
far  resisted  the  investigations  of  chemists 
but  which  may  yet  have  importance  in 
medicine.  Two  years  ago  a  vitamin  Bg 
from  liver  extracts  was  postulated  as  pro- 
tecting chicks  against  a  type  of  anaemia. 
The  special  interest  of  this  is  that  some  of 
the  so-called  tropical  macrocytic  anaemias 
of  obscure  origin  respond  well  to  therapy 
with  crude  liver  extracts.  Vitamin  J,  also 
called  C2,  has  been  suggested  as  a  factor 
which  prevents  pneumonia  in  guinea  pigs. 
Two  lactation  factors  L^  and  L2  have  been 
described  as  being  necessary  for  animals, 
the  one  being  found  in  liver  and  the  other  in 
.yeast. 

The  Vitagens 

The  vitagens  must  be  mentioned. 
These  are  a  group  of  organic  compounds 
which  resemble  vitamins  in  being  protective 
elements  of  the  diet.  They,  too,  are 
needed  for  growth  and  health,  and  mostly 
cannot  be  built  up  by  the  organism.  The 
difference  is  that  they  are  used  directly  as 
structural  building  units,  and  act  as 
sources  of  energy.  Some  of  them  have  been 
called  vitamins  by  various  authors,  but 
recently  the  name  vitagen  has  been  sug- 
gested. First,  there  is  a  group  of  essential 
fatty  acids  which  at  one  time  were  called 
vitamin  F.  Which  of  the  series  are 
essential  is  not  finally  settled,  but  three 
are  required  in  animal  economy.  They  are 
linoleic,  linolenic  and  arachidonic  acids. 
As  in  the  case  of  the  other  vitagens  nearly 
all  the  research  has  been  done  on  rats, 
and  little  or  nothing  is  kncrwn  of  the  human 
requirements.  Ten  amino-acids  have  been 
listed  as  essential  for  the  diet  of  young  rats. 
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WINTER  HEALTH  CAMPAIGN 


The  Ministry  of  Health,  with  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  Ministry  of  Information,  is 
launchi  g  another  winter  health  campaign. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  a  nation-wide

endeavour  was  made  last  year  to  limit  the 
spread  of  infection  in  respiratory  diseases 
and  an  extensive  propaganda  campaign 
was  carried  out  in  this  connexion  (C.  <sy  D., 
October  i8,  1941,  p.  70).  This  year  the 
Ministry  will  renew  its  attack  on  the  careless 
cough  and  sneeze  by  means  of  persistent 
education  on  the  dangers  of  droplet  infec- 
tion. Publicity  will  be  on  "positive  health" 
lines  and  will  emphasise  how  thoughtless- 
ness helps  to  spread  not  only  the  common 
cold  but  such  serious  diseases  as  influenza, 
whooping  cough,  bronchitis,  tuberculosis 
and  cerebrospinal  fever.  The  aim  is  to  make 
careless  coughing  and  sneezing  rare  occur- 
rences in  public,  and  by  limiting  the  spread 
of  infection  to  increase  the  nation's  produc- 
tion effort.  The  slogans  used  last  year  will 
again  be  employed,  and  the  well-known 
artist,  H.  M.  Bateman,  has  produced 
another  set  of  four  cartoons  which  will  be 
displayed  as  posters  in  all  parts  of  the 
country.    In  addition,  a  special  poster  has 


been  designed  to  stress  how  the  war  effort 
is  hindered  by  the  spread  of  respiratory 
diseases  in  factory,  workshop  and  office. 
This  poster  is  partly  pictorial  and  partly 
diagrammatic,  and  embodies  a  panel  point- 
ing out  that  time  lost  every  year  thruogh 
colds  and  influenza  represents  the  equiva- 
lent in  production  of  3,500  tanks,  1,000 
bombers  ♦and  1,000,000  rifles.  The  lighter 
note  struck  by  the  Bateman  posters  will  be 
balanced  by  this  poster  and  by  the  practical 
advice  which  will  be  given  by  broadcasts 
by  medical  experts,  leaflets  and  by  exhibi- 
tions. The  campaign  was  launched  at  the 
end  of  October  and  will  continue  until  about 
the  middle  of  March.  Poster  sites  are  being

provided  free  of  charge  by  various  interests 
including  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  and  multiple  chemists,  and  it  is 
understood  that  copies  of  the  posters  have 
now  been  distributed.

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SPEECH  DAY  AT  MANCHESTER 


Speech  day,  organised  by  the  Manchester 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  was  held  at 
Manchester  University  on  October  21,  the 
president  (Mr.  A.  E.  Thorpe)  in  the  chair.^ 
Mr.  Harry  Brindle  reported  on  the  work 
in  the  department  during  the  year.  Owing 
to  the  demands  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
and  the  military  authorities  it  had  not 
been  possible  to  make  any  recommenda- 
tion regarding  the  Woolley  research  scholar- 
ship in  the  previous  session,  but  this  year 
it  had  been  awarded  to  Miss  B.  J.  Lovell. 
Negotiations  were  proceeding  for  the 
institution  of  a  second  scholarship.  Thomas 
Kerfoot  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  had  offered  a  scholar- 
ship for  the  en^couragement  of  research 
in  pharmacy  and  allied  subjects,  tenable 
in  the  department.  The  University  was 
indebted  to  the  firms  that  made  scholar- 
ships available. 

Research 

Research,  as  yet  unpublished,  had  been 
carried  out  during  the  year  on  sterility  of 
oils ;  stomatal  ratios  in  senna  leaflets ; 
arsenic  in  plants,  particularly  parsley ; 
methods  for  determining  small  amounts  of 
cantharadin;  adrenaline  in  oil  injections; 
nitrogenous  constituents  of  potato  starch  ; 
and  factors  affecting  the  active  principles 
of  belladonna  and  hyoscyamus.  An  in- 
vestigation into  the  application  of  spray 
drying  to  various  pharmaceutical  products 
had  been  conducted  by  Dr.  Bullock  and 
Mr.  Lightbown.

Address  to  Students 

In  an  address  to  the  students  Miss  Roberts 
said  that  success  in  their  examinations  was 
not  an  end  of  their  achievement,  rather  was 
it  the  starting  point  of  a  new  life  of  endea- 
vour. They  must  keep  up  their  scientific 
knowledge  and  general  reading,  keep  in 
touch  with  the  general  advance  in  medicine 
and  pharmaceutics,  and  not  let  routine 
work  absorb  all  their  energies.  Reconstruc- 
tion would  come  after  the  war,  and  for  this 
the  younger  generation  must  be  prepared, 
for  upon  them  the  responsibilities  would 
fall.  They  must  study  carefully  all  plans 
for  the  improvement  of  the  health.services, 
and  press  ceaselessly  for  adequate  recogni- 
tion of  pharmacy.  Whether  developments 
would  be  in  the  direction  of  a  State  medical 
service,  or  an  enlargement  of  the  present 
National  Health  Insurance  scheme,  the 
position  of  pharmacy,  as  an  essential  unit, 
must  be  safeguarded.  They  (the  students) 
were  possibly  the  future  leaders  of  phar- 
macy and  they  must  equip  themselves  to 
be  ready  when  the  time  came. 

Votes  of  thanks  to  Miss  Roberts,  proposed 
by  Mr.  J.  H.  Franklin,  and  to  the  donors  of 
the  prizes,  proposed  by  Professor  A.  D. 
Macdonald,  were  carried  with  loud  applause. 

Presidential  Address 

In  his  presidential  address  Mr.  Thorpe, 
after  complimenting  the  prizewinners,  said 
all  should  be  proud  to  belong  to  the  Society. 
Whilst  they  could  not  always  agree  with  its 
policy,  they  must  remember-  the  splendid 
work  it  had  done.  Pharmacy  should  be  their 
main  interest,  but  they  should  give  public 
service  in  the  sphere  in  which  their  education 
and  training  would  be  most  valuable.  An 
outlet  might  be  reorganisation  and  planning 
for  the  future.  A  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr. 
Thorpe,  proposed  by  Mr.  E.  Berry,  was 
passed  with  acclamation.

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FACTORY  CONTROL  IN  1941 


The  annual  report  recently  issued  by  the 
Chief  Inspector  of  Factories  deals  with  the 
twelve  months  ended  December,  1941.  It 
voices  the  department's  conviction  that  "if 
maximum  production  is  to  be  obtained,  the 
general  requirements  of  the  Factories  Act 
must  be  observed.  ...  A  good  deal  of 
time  is  spent  in  convincing  even  some  other 
Government  departments  that  this  is  so."

The  rate  per  cent,  was  much  higher 
among  males  (adult  50,  young  persons  52 
percent.)  than  females  (18  per  cent,  in  both 
classes),  but  the  increase  over  the  corre- 
sponding figures  for  the  last  pre-war  year 
was  90  per  cent,  among  adult  females  and 
not  more  than  25  per  cent,  higher  in  any 
of  the  other  classes.  The  increase  in  hours 
worked  in  the  munitions  industries  was 
probably  about  15  per  cent. 

Welfare  Supervision 

Difficulties  inherent  in  war-time  produc- 
tion have  brought  to  a  head  the  necessity 
for  greater  attention  to  staff  management. 
In  recent  years  it  has  been  "increasingly 
appreciated  "  that  the  welfare  of  employees 
implied  attention  not  only  to  their  physical 
comfort  but  also  to  their  mental  and 
psychological  make-up.  In  the  larger 
factories,  a  specialised  department  dealing 
with  personnel  is  an  advantage,  provided 
that  that  department  is  in  the  hands  of 
suitable  people  with  the  requisite  status  and 
authority.  The  special  short  training- 
courses  arranged  by  the  Ministry  in  co- 
operation with  the  Joint  University  Council 
for  Social  Studies  and  the  Institute  of 
Labour  Management  have  proved  valuable. 
Whilst  there  is  conservatism  against  the 
system  amongst  managers  and  foremen, 
"  the  main  trouble  lies  in  the  Board  Room." 


Ventilation 

In  spite  of  many  protests  in  the  past, 
inspectors  still  complain  that,  in  the  design 
of  new  factories,  no  thought  appears  to 
have  been  given  to  the  problem  of  ventila- 
tion under  black-out  conditions.  Ventila- 
tion arrangements  can  easily  be  incorporated 
in  the  original  design  of  a  building  but  are 
more  difficult  to  introduce  once  the  building 
has  been  erected.  The  matter  was  overcome 
to  a  considerable  extent  by  the  appointment 
of  a  ventilating  specialist  who  visited  many 
of  these  works  with  an  Inspector  of  Factories 
during  1941.  The  thorough  removal  of 
harmful  dust  and  fumes  becomes  of  even 
greater  importance  if  the  natural  ventilation 
is  deficient,  and  the  inspectors  who  deal 
with  the  problem  reported  a  tendency  for 
ventilating  engineers  and  managers  to 
rely  on  air-changes-per-hour  as  a  method  of 
neutralising  the  ill  effects  of  toxic  dust  and 
gases.  While  the  method  has,  in  the  past, 
been  accepted  in  a  few  instances,  dilution 
of  the  dangerous  agent  can  never  be  a  real 
alternative  to  the  principle  of  localised 
exhaust  draught  applied  at  the  point  of 
origin. 

Lighting 

Reports  from  inspectors  showed  that  both 
management  and  workers  were  becoming 
more  alive  to  the  handicaps  of  bad  lighting 
conditions  and  less  willing  to  accept  them. 
While  anything  in  the  nature  of  extrava- 
gance could  not  be  justified,  care  was 
necessary  to  see  that  economies  were  exer- 
cised on  the  right  lines.  Good  lighting  was 
recognised  as  an  important  aid  to  produc- 
tion both  indirectly — in  preventing  eye- 
strain, reducing  accidents  and  as  a  general 
amenity  of  working  conditions,  and  also 
directly — in  speeding  up  the  processes  and 
avoiding  spoiled  work.  It  would  obviously 
be  false  economy  to  postpone  improvements 
where  lighting  intensities  were  below  the 
levels  needed  for  good  output.  Lighting 
improvements  did  not  necessarily  involve  an 
increased  consumption  of  fuel.  It  was 
often  found,  especially  in  the  older  premises, 
that  existing  installations  had  been  built 
up  without  system  to  meet  special  needs 
as  they  had  arisen.  In  many  of  these  cases 
re-arrangement  of  the  lighting  points, 
together  with  the  provision  of  suitable 
modern  reflectors,  resulted  in  more  effective 
and  uniform  lighting  conditions  without 
adding  to  consumption.

Business  in  the  London  drug  and  chemical 
markets  during  the  past  week  has  been  more 
or  less  confined  to  a  steady  routine  trade  in 
commodities  for  immediate  use  by  the 
home  consuming  trades.  Prices  on  the 
whole  are  unchanged,  with  the  exception 
of  a  few  insignificant  movements,  mostly 
in  an  upward  direction.  Some  export 
inquiry  has  been  noted  for  Crude  Drugs, 
but  this  trade  is  not  without  difficulties 
under  present  conditions.  Little  of  interest 
has  occurred  in  Pharmaceutical  Che- 
micals, the  only  important  price  change 
being  an  advance  of  threepence  per  lb.  in 
makers'  prices  for  Phenolphthalein. 

Crude  Drugs 

While  a  steady  consuming  business 
continues  in  this  section,  there  is  little  else 
of  interest  at  the  moment.  Markets  are 
decidedly  flat,  but  values  are  generally  well 
maintained.  Japanese  Agar,  until  recently 
a  prominent  item  in  the  drug  market,  is 
now  seldom  mentioned,  and  any  business 
passing  would  be  of  extremely  small 
dimensions.  A  moderate  spot  trade  is 
recorded  in  Aloes.  Balsams  remain  in 
meagre  supply,  but  the  price  position  is 
without  change.  Stocks  of  Benzoin  are 
reported  to  be  diminishing  and,  as  no 
replenishments  are  coming  in,  the  position 
is  not  likely  to  improve.  Inquiry  for  natural 
Camphor  is  erratic,  but  a  small  business  is 
going  on  at  the  previously  mentioned 
prices.  Inquiry  continues  for  old-bark 
Cascara  sagrada.  Little  attention  is 
being  paid  to  Ergot,  demand  for  which 
seems  to  be  absent.  No  information  has 
been  received  regarding  fixed  sales  prices 
for  Ginger,  and  quotations  are  nominal 
in  consequence.  Fairly  substantial  spot 
orders  are  reported  for  Kordofan  Gum 
ACACIA  for  pharmaceutical  purposes,  and 
there  is  a  likelihood  that  prices  will  become 
firmer.  Firm  conditions  obtain  for  Ipega- 
cuANHA.  As  noted  last  week,  distribution 
and  use  of  Pyrethrum  flowers  are 
controlled.  Rhubarb  has  again  been  in 
fair  demand,  but  spot  stocks  tend  to  decline 
in  the  absence  of  replacements  from  source. 
Seeds  are  extremely  quiet,  with  no  price 
movements  recorded.  The  Ministry  of 
Supply  has  asked  for  details  of  stocks  of 


Tragacanth  held  by  traders  and  users  on 
September  30 ;  amounts  imported,  spot 
purchases  in  the  United  Kingdom,  quan- 
tities consumed  in  manufacture,  and 
amounts  exported  or  sold  and  delivered 
in  the  United  Kingdom  will  be  included 
in  the  returns. 

Essential  Oils 

Conditions  in  these  markets  have  again 
been  quiet,  with  prices  steady  at  about  the 
levels  recorded  last  week.  Regular  dealers' 
quotations  for  Anise  (star)  are  unc  anged. 
Spot  supplies  of  Chinese  Peppermint  are 
difficult  to  find,  and  appear  to  consist  of 
odd  cases  which  appear  from  time  to  time. 
The  Ministry  of  Food  announces  that  there 
will  be  no  change  in  the  existing  prices  of 
oils  and  fats  allocated  to  primary  whole- 
salers and  large  trade  users  for  the  four 
*weeks  ending  November  28.  It  is  announced 
that  a  meeting  of  essential  oil  brokers  held 
on  November  2  unanimously  resolved  to 
form  an  essential  oils  section  of  the  General 
Produce  Brokers'  Association.

The  Late  Mr.  T.  H.  Wardleworth 

Sir, — The  note  in  the  C.  &  D.,  October 
24,  p.  423,  of  the  death  in  Montreal  of  a 
"chemical  veteran"  recalls  a  vivid  and 
charming  personality.  The  late  Theo.  H. 
Wardleworth  was  a  prominent  and  popular 
figure  in  pharmacy  in  this  country  during 
the  late  1890's.  He  was  then  on  the  staff 
of  Evans  Sons  &  Co.  (as  the  firm  was  then 
designated),  Liverpool,  and  for  some  years 
was  secretary  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists' 
Association.  Those  were  the  days  of  such 
pharmaceutical  stalwarts  as  Michael  Conroy, 
R.  C.  Cowley,  A.  C.  and  T.  E.  Abrahams, 
Dr.  Charles  Symes,  Prosper  Marsden  and 
Harold  Wyatt.  Wardleworth  was  a  keen 
botanist,  and  specialised  in  materia  medica. 
His  contributions  to  pharmaceutical  litera- 
ture' were  mainly  on  materia  medica,  and 
there  was  scarcely  a  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion during  that  period  which  had  not  a 
note  from  the  secretary  on  some  known 
or  obscure  specimens  of  medicinal  plants. 
He  was  elected  a  Fellow  of  the  Linnean 
Society  during  his  term  of  office  as  secretary 
of  the  Association.  In  1900  he  visited  the 
United  States  and  Jamaica,  and  gave  a 
review  of  his  experiences  to  members  of  the 
Association,  with  particular  reference  to 
what  he  saw  in  the  botanical  gardens  in 
Jamaica.  He  was  a  man  of  fine  business 
ability,  and  this  was  recognised  by  his  firm, 
which  sent  him  out  to  Canada  in  1903  to 
take  the  place  pro  tern  of  Mr.  Alfred  B. 
Evans,  then  managing  director  of  Evans 
&  Sons,  Ltd.,  Montreal.  That  business  was 
eventually  merged  (if  I  remember  rightly) 
into  that  of  the  United  Chemical  &  Drug 
Co.  of  Canada,  and  Mr.  Wardleworth  was 
retained  in  Canada  to  assist  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  new  company.  In  Canada  he 
remained  until  his  death. — Yours  faithfully,

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MISCELLANEOUS  INQUIRIES 


Sale  of  a  Food. —  A.  J.  T. — The  answer 
to  your  query  depends  on  whether  your; 
product  is  a  food  or  a  medicine.  If  it  is  a 
food,  and  in  our  view  it  is,  you  should  have 
been  registered  in  connexion  with  the  sale 
of  it  as  long  ago  as  1939,  and  again  at  a 
later  date  in  connexion  with  the  use  of 
roasted  cereals  as  a  food. 

Mercuric  Nitrates  as  Poisons.—  A .  E.  P. — 

Nitrates  of  mercury  are  in  Schedule  i  of  the 
Poisons  Regulations,  except  substances 
containing  less  than  the  equivalent  of  3  per 
cent,  weight  in  weight  of  mercury.  Al- 
though such  preparations  are  outside 
Schedule  i,  they  are  still  poisons  within 
Part  I  of  the  Poisons  Regulations.  Such 
products  can  only  be  sold  by  registered 
pharmacists  and  have  to  comply  with  the 
labelling  requirements. 

Labelling  Controlled  Goods. —  R.  The 

name  and  address  of  the  registered  manu- 
facturer of  controlled  goods  must  be  printed 
or  otherwise  indelibly  marked  on  the  pack- 
age or  wrapping.  We  understand  that 
adhesive  labels  on  which  the  maker's 
identity  is  disclosed,  securely  stuck  on  the 
container  or  wrapper,  will  be  considered 
as  complying  with  this  regulation.  This 
applies  to  the  closed  as  well  as  to  the  nucleus 
firm  under  a  concentration  arrangement. 
In  the  case  of  unregistered  persons,  the  full 
name  and  full  postal  address  must  be  shown. 
The  regulation  about  the  name  and  address 
will  also  apply  to  manufacturers  of  face 
powder  and  toilet  dusting  powder.  Where 
goods  are  made  on  behalf  of  another  firm, 
even  where  the  raw  materials  are  supplied, 
the  name  and  address  of  the  actual  manu- 
facturer must  appear. 

Ammoniated  Quinine  for  Factory. — D.  H. 

— The  onus  is  placed  on  the  medical  officer, 
since  Paragraph  i  of  the-  Quinine  Control 
Order  (see  C.  D.,  August  22,  p,  203)  states 
that  "  no  person  shall  acquire  any  controlled 
material  except  from  a  registered  medical 
practitioner  or  authorised  seller  of  poisons  in 
pursuance  and  for  the  purpose  of  a  prescrip- 
tion written  for  that  person  and  signed  by  a 
registered  medical  practitioner."  It  would 
seem,  therefore,  that  the  medical  officer 
must  make  out  the  prescription  in  the  name 
of  an  individual  person  and  must  be  pre- 
pared to  justify  the  issuing  of  the  prescrip- 
tion in  that  particular  case  if  called  upon 
to  do  so.  If  the  prescription  is  presented  we 
think  you  have  an  adequate  defence,  but  it 
might  be  policy  on  your  part  to  draw  the 


attention  of  the  medical  officer  to  the  ne 
relevant  clauses  in  the  Order.

— -It  will  be  necessary  for  you  to  regist 
under  the  Registration  of  Business  Nam 
Act  and  the  office  for  this  purpose  is  E; 
chequer  Chambers,  Parliament  Squar 
Edinburgh.  The  Act  requires  the  registr 
tion  of  (i)  every  firm  carrying  on  busine 
under  a  name  which  does  not  consist, 
the  true  surnames  of  all  the  partnei 
without  any  addition  except  the  christii 
names  or  the  initials  of  the  individu 
partners ;  (2)  every  individual  who  carri 
on  business  under  a  name  other  than  \ 
true  surname  and  christian  name  or  initial 
and  (3)  every  individual  or  firm,  who,  or 
member  of  which,  has  at  any  time  chang 
his  name,  except  in  the  case  of  a  woman 
marriage.  There  are  a  few  occasions  wh 
registration  is  not  necessary,  such,  as 
where  the  addition  merely  indicates  thi 
the  business  is  carried  on  in  succession  td 
former  owner  of  the  business,  and  (2)  wha 
two  or  more  individual  partners  have  t 
same  surname  and  an  "S"  is  added, 
the  end  of  the  surname.
